In June 1994, His Excellency the 
Right Honourable Ramon John 
Hnatyshyn, Governor General of 


Canada, presented the University 
of Alberta with its Coat of Arms. 
The full Coat of Arms is displayed 
at ceremonial occasions such as 
Convocation, and is used by the 
Chancellor, the titular head of the 
University. 

On the shield is a representation of 
the topography of Alberta rendered 
in the colors of the University. At 
the base is a prairie wheat field 
symbolizing Alberta’s agricultural 
industry. The wavy gold line above 
suggests the hills and rivers of 


Alberta and, in particular, the setting 
of the University campus. The top 
of the shield is in gold and separated 
from the rest of the shield by a line 
suggesting the Rocky Mountains. 

The book of learning dominates 
the design. 

On the crest is a Grand-Due 
d’Amerique, or Great Horned 
Owl, the provincial bird and an 
accepted symbol of knowledge. 
The Pronghorn, taken from 
the Provincial Coat of Arms, 
and the golden bear, mascot 
l of the University support the 
shield. Both wear collars of the 
[ University colors, as does the 
owl. At the base of the coat of 
arms is a grassy mound with 
wild roses, the floral emblem 
of Alberta with the University’s 
motto: Quaecumque vera 
(“ Whatsoever things are true").

The University colors were chosen in 
1908 when William Hardy Alexander, 
a professor of Classics, described his 
wife Marion Kirby Alexander’s idea of 
choosing the autumn colors of green 
and gold, which, are resplendent in 
the river valley below the University. 
The green also represents prairie 
and deep spruce forests, symbolic 
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of hope and optimism. The gold 
also represents harvest fields and is 
symbolic of the light of knowledge.

The University of Alberta Mace was 
designed and crafted specifically for 
the University as a gift from 
Dr Francis Phillip Galbraith, 
Chancellor of the University of 
Alberta from 1964 - 1970. It was 
presented by his son, Michael 
Galbraith, on behalf of his father on 
26 May 1970. 

Among its elements are: the Star of 
Saint Thomas Aquinas, the Patron 
Saint of Scholars; the Wild Rose of 
Alberta; the Maple Leaf; and the 
separate charges which make up the 
University’s Emblem. The University 
motto encircles the staff.

The Chancellor’s Chair was 
presented to the University of 
Alberta as a gift from the 1922 
graduating class. It is made of solid 
oak with a padded leather back 
and seat. Above the padded-leather 
back is carved the University motto 
Quaecumque Vera together with the 
class year, 1922, and the University 
emblem. 


In 1987, the family and friends 
of Dr Charles Malcolm Macleod, 
Chair of the Board of Governors 
from 1950 to 1966, presented a 
memorial gift to the University of 
two additional chairs for use by the 
President and the Chair of the Board 
of Governors at Convocation. 

In 2006, a fourth chair was donated 
in memory and honor of Lois Elsa 
Hole, beloved Chancellor (1998 - 
2000) and Lieutenant Governor 
(2000 — 2005), by Earl Evaniew, 
Sandra Kereliuk and their daughter 
Jennifer. This chair becomes part of 
the seating arrangements on stage, 
when the Lieutenant Governor or 
other high profile dignitaries attend 
the convocation ceremonies. 



The ceremonial stand for the Mace 
was donated in 1987 as a memorial 
gift by family and friends of 
Dr Charles Malcolm Macleod, 
Chair of the Board of Governors 
1950 -1966. 


The Mace is carried before the 
Chancellor, or Vice-Chancellor, in 
procession and rests on its stand 
in full view of the assembly during 
Convocation.

Today’s ceremony stems from the medieval tradition. 

The procession of the guild of teachers, whose solemn 
assembly, or convocation, is the modern equivalent of the 
medieval magna congregatio of all Faculties. It is led by 
the Chancellor and the Chief Marshal carrying the mace, 
the symbol of the University’s corporate authority. The 
academic gowns, hoods and caps declare, in their various 
designs and colors, the academic qualifications of the 
Faculty. The citations and presentations by the Faculty 
to the Chancellor attest to him and to society the degree 
of proficiency attained by the students of the University. 
There follows a visible and public act whereby the 
universitas magistrorum, acting through its Chancellor, 
confers upon the students the appropriate degree. It is 
the act, not a certificate, which constitutes the validity of 
the degree bestowed. The words “I admit you” and the 


placing of the students’ hands within the hands of the 
Chancellor and his associates, bind the students in the 
appropriate degree to the universitas magistrorum. The 
students thereafter bear for all time the mark of their 
association with this University. They have received what 
the University has been and presently is. Because they 
bear in themselves the promise of the future, they are 
what the University hopes to be. Despite its solemnity, 
convocation is a joyous occasion. 

Academic dress at the University of Alberta generally 
follows the tradition of Cambridge University in the 
design of the gown, and that of Oxford University in the 
design of the hood. See Academic Dress on page 9 for a 
detailed description of ceremonial colors. 






Academic Dress 


All undergraduate and masters degree gowns are 
the customary Cambridge shape, i.e., a gown of 
black material falling below the knee with full 
sleeves cut to the elbow and terminating in a point. 

Hoods are made in the Oxford pattern of spruce 
green material. The Bachelors hood has a border 
three inches wide of the color distinctive of the 
Faculty as noted below. The Masters’ hood has a 
full lining of the color distinctive of the Faculty 
also noted below. Mortarboards are the standard 
black trencher shape with black tassels, which are 
worn forward and to the left. 


Doctorate Degrees 

‘Doctors’ gowns (PhD, DMus, and EdD) conform 
to the Intercollegiate Code in design. They are 
made of black material and the velvet trim on 
the sleeves is Philosophy Blue for the PhD and 
DMus, and Education Light Blue for the EdD. 
Doctors’ hoods conform to the Intercollegiate 
Code in shape, size, and color. They are made of 
black material to match the gown, and have a full 
lining of gold satin with a six-inch green satin 
chevron. The velvet trim distinguishes the two 
degrees and matches the velvet trim on the gown’s 


sleeves. There is a narrow green piping where the 
gold lining joins the black material. Mortarboards 
are the standard black trencher shape with black 
tassels, which are worn forward and to the left. 

Honorary Doctorates 

Honorary Doctors of Laws (LLD), Letters 
(DLitt), and Science (DSc) wear a scarlet robe 
faced with white silk. Hoods are made in the 
Cambridge form of scarlet silk with a full lining 
of white silk. Caps are black velvet with a gold 
tassel.

Jay Ingram 

Jay Ingram has had a distinguished career bringing science into the homes of 
Canadians and is one of the country’s best known science journalists. The co-host 
and producer of the Discovery Channel’s Daily Planet, Mr. Ingram has a powerful 
influence on Canadians’ understanding of a broad range of scientific issues and the 
impact that science has on their daily lives. 

Before joining the Discovery Channel, Mr. Ingram was a familiar voice on CBC 
Radio, hosting the network’s popular weekly science program, Quirks and Quarks, 
for 13 years. There he established his national reputation and earned the trust of 
Canadians as a leader in exploring the world of science. 

His strong grounding in the practice of science, combined with his extraordinary 
communication skills, make him not only one of Canada’s leading journalists, but 
one of Canada’s leading science educators. He writes a weekly science column in the 
Toronto Star newspaper and is the author of 10 books for children and adults. Three 
of his 10 books have won Canadian Science Writers’ Awards. Of his book, Theatre of 
the Mind: Pulling Back the Curtain on Consciousness, Maclean’s magazine wrote: “In 
the tradition of Stephen Jay Gould and Oliver Sacks, [Ingram] manages a difficult 
trick—making the minutiae of science seem alluring to the uninitiated.” 

Beyond his “day jobs”, Mr. Ingram’s dedication to science abounds. Committed to 
exploring new ways of communicating science, he is instrumental in introducing high 
quality, engaging ways of telling science stories. He hosts science communication 
weeks during the summer, providing science “master classes” and making himself 
available as a sounding board for other scientists or researchers. His dedication to 
finding new ways to bring the sciences into the public consciousness led him to take 
on the role of program chair for the Banff Centre’s Science Communications program. 
The program explores new frontiers and fosters excellence and creativity for science 
communicators in Canada and around the world. Mr. Ingram’s goal for the program is 
to have students return home inspired and ready to stretch science communication to 
new limits. 

In 1984, he received the Sanford Fleming Medal from the Royal Canadian Institute for 
his work popularizing science. He also won a Distinguished Alumni award from the 
University of Alberta in 1996. He earned the Royal Society of Canada McNeil Medal 
for the Public Awareness of Science in 1997 and in zooo he received a Michael Smith 
Award for Science Promotion from the Natural Science and Engineering Research 
Council of Canada. 

In addition to Mr. Ingram’s other awards, this July he became a Member of the Order 
of Canada “for his leadership of future generations of science journalists.”

Honourable Kevin G Lynch, P.C. 

The Honourable Kevin Lynch, P.C., is one of the most accomplished public servants 
of his generation. In over 30 years of public service, he has played a critical role in 
advancing Canada’s position on the world stage and in the global marketplace. 

A graduate from McMaster University with a PhD in Economics, Dr Lynch served 
as a thoughtful and articulate champion of Canadas social and economic prosperity 
through the promotion of sound public policy and investments in education, 
innovation and excellence. He was a key architect in Canada’s economic recovery in 
the mid 1990s, helping to move the country into a 12-year cycle of surpluses and debt 
repayment. 

During his career, he spearheaded Canada’s “innovation agenda” as a response to 
recognized challenges in Canada’s productivity and competitiveness, including our 
country’s ability to attract and retain human talent. As Deputy Minister of Industry, 
he championed internet access for schools and new initiatives such as the Canada 
Research Chair program. His advocacy in support of the Canada Foundation for 
Innovation and, more recently, the Vanier Scholarships and the Canada Excellence 
Research Chairs has helped to transform the research landscape in post-secondary 
education. These visionary investments have attracted thousands of new faculty 
members to Canadian universities, turning what used to be a “brain drain” into 
Canada’s “brain gain.” 

As Deputy Minister of Finance, he initiated a forward-looking shift in focus from 
deficits to productivity and was involved in a number of the deficit and debt reduction 
policies that led to successive budget surpluses which, in turn, enabled new program 
spending. He has been consistently careful to outline the connections between 
economic and social policy, noting the impact of immigration, education and income- 
support programs along with tax and trade policies. An advocate for the first health¬ 
care accord in Canada, he regularly pursued innovative and effective ways to seek out 
regional input in a meaningful and constructive manner. 

As Clerk of the Privy Council, Secretary to the Cabinet and Head of the Public 
Service of Canada from 2006 to 2009, he spearheaded the renewal of the public 
service to ensure our best and brightest people will be engaged in the development of 
sound public policy in the future. 

Dr Lynch has said, “We live in a world where the engine of growth is the human 
mind, building products, offering services and creating whole new industries on the 
strength of an idea.. .research and development are more critical than ever to pushing 
forward the frontiers of knowledge.” 

In 2009, Dr Lynch was appointed a Privy Councillor for Canada. His visionary efforts 
to establish a prominent role for Canada in the global knowledge economy reflect a 
lifelong commitment to the pursuit of excellence and the highest ideals of service to 
the public good.

Catherine Roozen 

Cathy Roozen is an influential business leader who has been a leading advocate for 
the contributions of advanced health care, health-related research and post-secondary 
education to the city of Edmonton’s emerging identity as a creative and innovative 
community. 

Ms Roozen landed her first job after university as a teller at the south Edmonton 
branch of North West Trust. She rose to the position of Vice-President, Investments, 
and since leaving the company has been a director of corporations such as the 
American Bank of Commerce and Shaw Communications Inc. She is currently 
Director and Corporate Secretary of Cathton Investments Limited and a director of 
the Allard Foundation, a family foundation that has supported a variety of Alberta 
charities and institutions for more than 20 years, including the Alberta Asthma Centre 
and the Women in Scholarship, Engineering, Science and Technology (WISEST) 
program. She is a board member of Melcor Developments Ltd. as well as Corus 
Entertainment, one of Canadas most successful integrated entertainment and media 
companies. 

Deeply committed to her community, Ms Roozen co-chaired the campaign to build 
Compassion House for people with breast cancer and volunteered for the strategy 
council of the Mazankowski Alberta Heart Institute. Her support for the University 
of Alberta began in 1991 with the Institute for Stuttering Treatment and Research. She 
also helped create the Cathy and Harold Roozen Experimental Oncology Fellowship 
Fund. She is one of those rare public citizens who champion the importance of 
basic research as the foundation that launches clinical advances in medicine and 
rehabilitation medicine. 

Generous with her time as well as her expertise, Ms Roozen served as a director during 
the formative years of the Shock Trauma Air Rescue (STARS) Society. She also served 
as one of three volunteer co-chairs for one of the first major University of Alberta 
fundraising campaigns. As a public member of the University’s Board of Governors 
from 1998 to 2004, she was influential in charting the University’s course on a path 
of internationalism, earning a reputation for her wise counsel and excellent business 
acumen. 

Ms Roozen has a unique ability to bring institutions together to pursue common 
goals, and she helped forge important connections between the University of Alberta 
and the former Alberta Cancer Board. A careful listener with outstanding expertise in 
governance, she was recently appointed to the Board of Directors for Alberta Health 
Services. 

In 2005, she received a Woman of Vision Award from Global Television and an 
Alumni Honour Award from the University of Alberta. Ms Roozen is a quiet and 
insightful leader who believes passionately in the importance of health and education. 
Her tireless efforts will have a powerful and lasting impact.
